of agriculture, though eventually

Every mother, while engaged in satisfying the child’s |

It is understood now that an in 
fant bas*sucking needs which must, 
|be satisfied during the first months 
of life. If ‘satisfied, the child out- 
grows the need and can adopt the! 
thabits of eating which are com- 


|patible with his age and stage of|& 


development. 
| If the mother, unkowingly, pro-| 
jmotes sucking habits which are 
| difficult for the child to abandon, | 


after the need for it has ended, 

Mrs. F. T. is distracted trying} 
to end the bottle habit which has/| 
gone on for nearly 20 months. 


While it is no longer considered | 
a “crime” to allow a child to take 
milk by the bottle past the first 
years, as it once was, it is un- 
necessary to continue this habit 
once the child has learned to drink 
capably from a cup. Then the 
bottle is used as a soother rather} 


than as a carrier of food and it), ¥ 


prolongs the sucking habit which’ 
should be on its way out. 

In order to prevent such a habit 
developing, it is better not to put 
the young baby in his bed with a 
bottle in his mouth, This is easy 
to do, at first, as the child wakens 
partially, sucks on the bottle and! 
goes back to sleep without disturb- 
ing the parents. But it crystallizes 
a habit of going to sleep this way, 
that is difficult to break when the 
child is ready to be weaned from 
the bottle. 

If the baby is held while taking 
the bottle, as he should be, then 
‘it is possible to put him down with 
out the bottle, once he has fin- 
ished what he wants of it. 

Once the child has become wed-| 
ded to the habit, then it has to be 


broken gradually. Decrease the 
amount of milk in the bottle until 
there is literally only a swallow 


to take from it, Distract the ahild 
by singing to him or telling him a 
story and surround him with some 
of his pet toy animals or dolls so 


that he settles down and relaxes 
without fretting.
